Halifax, N. &S., Feb. 7.—During a raging 
gale atid blinding snow storm, which has 
swept the Nova Scotia coast for the last 
twenty-four hours, the ocean steamer Da- 
mara of the Furness line. ran on the rocks 
at Musquodoboit, thirty miles east of Hali- 
fax, today, and it is believed to have found- 
ered, with the loss of many lives. 

The ‘first officer of the ship, with eighteen 
of the crew, escaped in one of the lifeboats 
and landed at Pleasant. Point, after a hard 
struggie. Capt. Gorst, master of the Damara, 
. four passengers, and the rest of the steamer'’s 
crew, ten in number, left the vessel In anoth- 
er lifeboat. They have not been heard of 

Survivors Suffer Severely. 

‘The occupants of the boat which reached 
shore were exhausted and many of them were 
froetbitten. They had a harrowing experi- 
ezice, battling In the darkness for hours tn the
